Halifax, March 14.— Tho death is 
announced of L. M. Wilkins, an ex- 
judge of the Supreme court of Nova 
Ren tin. It occurred at his residence in 
Windsor this evening, Judge Wilkins 
in his time was one of the most widely- 
known and popular politicians in tho 
maritime provinces, and in the House 
of Assembly and on the bench was 
known as tin: "stately bird." The de- 
ceased, who was in his 80th year, had 
been ill only a few days with Inflam- 
mation of the lungs. 

Quehec, March 15. — Quite a sensa- 
tion was caused here yesterday through 
Archbishop Taschereou writing a letter 
tithe Irish national association prohi- 
biting them from carrying the Ameri- 
can Hag on the 17th of March, on the 
ground that the action might be mis- 
understood and taken for one of dis- 
loyalty, [in mediately upon the receipt 
of the letler a meeting was culled and 
the matter discussed. Mr. M. A. llearn, 
(.'., president of the association, was 
appointed as a deputy and called upon 
his Crace. An interview was granted, 
when if was found blink soino probably 
discontented office seeker had entirely 
misrepresented the case.

many diffuront im-thoiis na we can hear uf, 
and tn judge <>f the workings uf uiioh. 
Our situation would seem to point to the 
bay and struits ua tho natural .intuit for 
tin; unvvage of the city, but beside the 
well known cry against the oxponan 
of thiu plan, maiiy authorities are 
now protesting against it on the gcouud 
that it is a Wasteful process whiuh tn !8t 
ill time rob the earth of its fertility On 
economical grounds it is ur^ed that the 
manure* sip mid not be go wasted but 
BhoulJ bo returnod to tho soil. In con- 
tradiction to this, again, a theory has 
been lately given out with rey<ird to Lon- 
don, lin'gland. Noticing that the take of 
fish is always u ach larger on tho south- 
e»Ht coast of England than on thu south- 
west coast, Rome ono lias conjectured that 
the emptying of Loudon's sewage into 
the ocoau tlnot^h thu Thames furnishes 
food for tho fishes, and that the food sup- 
ply of the country is increased as much 
by dumping the sewage into tho sea as it 
would be increased by UBing the' sewage 
to manure tho land. ISe this as it may, 
processes ha e been discovered by means 
of which sewage is filtered and the solid 
portion returned to the land. The Hamil- 
ton Spectator calls attention to a report 
in the Sanitary Enquirer of the met' 
adopted in Ley ton, England, a eity 
about tho sanio size ns Hamilton. We 
take the extract from the Spectator, thin 
iiij; that it will bo uf equal interest in 
Yiotoi .a : 

The normal flow of sowago at Loyton is 
about l,(iOO,000 gallons in the 24 hours; 
of that they treat a little over 1,200,000 
gallons, and tho ^0(1,000 gallons of un 
treated aewwe flowing into tho tanks be 
tween 10 p.m. and 4 a.m. is so weak and 
diluted that tho tank which receives the 
night's Bow is always tlio sweetest in the 
morning. The principal amount of sew 
age flows into the tanks by gravitation 
only 300,000 gallons requiring to bo 
pumped. This is done abouL twice a day 
Johnson's S Iter- presses are used, and Mr 
Diiwsuti, the surveyor of tho Loyton loca 
board, says that "tho working of them haa 
boon eminently satisfactory in overy 
sense of the word. Whether the jewa 
cake or thu pressed sludge is of any value 
as a manure or not, it is all removod freo 
of cost as soon as it is made. The press- 
ing is a serious item in the expense." The 
presses are worked 11 hours a day and got 
about 15'toiis of presse '. sludge per diem. 
Lime is added to tho sludge before is is 
pressed. Mr. Dawson tried sand, ashes, 
gypsum, soot, black ash and sawdust, but 
nothing would do but lime. Lie says: 

"We have four tanks, each about 150 
foot by CO feet, containing oOO.OOO gal- 
lons all working independently, having 
opposite each a penstock connected to 
tho treated sewage channel. Wo gener- 
ally have 3 working, the other being cleared 
out; tho side and walls are formed of 
cement concrete, faced and coped with 
Staffordshire blue bricks. Tho bottoms 
of the tanks are of concrete, one foot in 
thickness, and rendered in cement- mor- 
tar three quarters of an inch in thick- 
ness. Tho tanks are emptied by means 
of a floating arm in each that reduces thu 
water to within about a foot of tho sludge. 
It is then pumped back into the works 
and re treated. After thu superabund- 
ant water lias boon cleared, the sludge 
flows into a channel, from there into a 
aumph 20 feet cluep ami ■! feet (i inches 
square, thence it is pumped up into tho 
sludge tank, where again ao much of the 
water is strained off into the sewer, and 
gets re treated; tlio sludge, after getting 
its proportion of lime, flows into the re- 
ceivers in the press houcts by gravitation, 
and from there into tho presses, where it 
takes ono hour and h quarter before it is 
properly pressed. It rakes two days to 
clean mil a tank, so that each tank is 
cleared out ovvry eight day*."

Tanks, buildings, and machinery. 7:t,500 

Cottages for men 4,000 

Fencing and laying out land 2,000 

Total, about $115,000 

A modification of such a plan might be 
found suitable to Victoria.

Moral iuhI Intellectual Cen- 
Uitiuu oftiic Peasantry. 

Kussia has too lately been the stage 
of the acitivity of the anarchists not to 
liestongly interested in tho events now 
taking place in London. Here there is 
only one- opinion concerning tlieee acts 
of vandalism, even among the extreme 
revolutionary party, and if it were dif- 
ficult to meet with persons who approve 
of these cowardly manifestations and 
useless and wan ton sacrifices of human 
life. Except the Russian terrorists, 
such as Hartinann, Lftvrofl, Priuoo 
Krapotkilio and others, the so called 
nihilists cannot be considered as solid- 
ary with the heroes of dynamite, now 
tilling the world with the noise of their 
exploits, that fraction of the party cull- 
ed the "Terrorists" being small in num- 
ber and having lost all credit. The mur- 
der of Emperor Alexander II did not 
bring forth the expected results, but 
only tended to tighten the knots of 
absolutism. Russia at present oli'ers no 
favorable arena for tho development of 
anarchism, every man being a propriet- 
or on a small scale, for every one of 
the 00,000,000 of moujiks 1ms a bit of 
ground, or cull have it if he cure to. 
The misery of the Russian rural popu' 
lalion comes from its utter want of in- 
tellectual development and its moral 
darkness; in great part also it is due to 
l he vice of drinking, which has taken 
possession of tin 1 peasants during tins 
lust thirty years. lint, it is a fact 
worthy of note in these times that in 
Russia and Siberia no man need die of 
hunger, whereas abroad circumstances 
and conditions have rendered the strug- 
gle for mere existence terrible, and the 
anarchists have s. one reason in Uer- 
tnd to hope for 
lis- 
the 

people, but among the intelligent classes 
who thirst for a more liberal form of 
Government and a wider scope for the 
develo| nt of their intoliectuaul ca- 
pacities, now cruelly . ramped and para- 
lyzed. The real revolutionists are ilie 
"intellectual proletariat," growing 
alarmingly in size and strength. 

In January of the preaeut year Rus 
sia came to an agreement with Prussia 
concerning the propiioly of treating 
political criminals as ordinary crim- 
inals, and of giving them up to the 
country to which they belong. The re- 
cent scandalous events in London will 
no doubt hurry on the ratification of 
this tn ity, which, from the last news, 
is to extend its action overall Uermany, 
The Russian papers are uniform in the 
expression of the hope that Englnnd and 
the United Stales will not refuse to 
join in this coalition, which was long 
ago attempted, but was always broken 
by the resistance of the British and 
American Ciovernments, which, refus- 
ing to enter into this league of defense, 
thereby paralyzed all the attempts 
made to organize a system of resistance 
to a party which employs such means 
as dynamite to attain its purposes. 

Though tin; Russian secret police and 
agent, are infinitely superior to the 
English, having passed through so 
much experience during the last few 
vears, the anarchists succeed in eluding 
thftii, and the stones some of them 
could tell would surpass, m interest the 
must fantastic romance ever invented. 
An example is that of t he agent Soudei- 
kin, w hose murderer was the anarchist 
Deguy, who introduced himself as a 
.secretary and persevcriugl / served his 
enemy during more than a year, worm 
ing himself every day further into his 
confidence until the favorable moment 
came to strike his victim down. 

A few days aider the London explo 
sinus the anarchists thought well to 
give a reminder of their existence to 
the Russian Government by blowing 
up a. little wooden orthodox church in 
the town of Jacobstadt, near Riga. 
Who the author of this action was, no 
one knows, as the accident was at first | 
attributed to fire and the criminal had 
plenty of time to escape.

London, March 24 — Tbu tension bo- 
twuon Russia and England over the 
Afghan frontier question is increased. 
Tho stock market excited, British consuls 
are ono-half and RuBsiau securities on<' 
pur cent, lower than at the close last 
evening. 

The cabinet held a special session this 
afternoon on the Afghan difficulty and 
resolved firmly to demand of Russia that 
«he commence forthwith the work oi 
delineating tho Afghan frontier in accord 
mice with tho understanding under which ' 
Sir Peter Ijumsdcn and the British sur- 
veying party passed so many months in 
the Ameer's dominions. All thu officers 
belonging to tho British India army and 
uow in Europo on furlough have been 
ordered to immediately rejoin their re 
ipeotivo regiments. 

London, March 25. — The Earl of Kim- 
berley, Liritiah secretary of state for India, 
in tho house of commons this evening in 
aiiuwor to a question stated that ho had, 
on behalf of tho government, informed 
tho deputation that the government had 
decided not to annex upper Ilurmah to 
thu Queen's Indian Empire. He admitted 
Hor Majesty's Indian affairs at present 
rendered it necessary for the government 
to e.terciso great prudence in engaging in 
uny enterprise beyond the frontier. Earl 
Duflerin, tho present Indian Viceroy, has 
boon instructed to endeavor to improve 
British relations with tho Burmese. 

Sir Charles Dilke, president of the local 
government board, answered for tho gov- 
ernment a question by Sir Stafford North- 
ooto and said tho government had not to- 
day received any news from Russia con- 
cerning pending negotiations in regard to 
the Afghan border dispute. 

Boston, March 25. — The Herald prints 
the following private cable dispatch re- 
oeivud in Boston from a reliable source. 
It says: ''There is great excitement in 
London. It is reported that 25,000 
militia have beon called out. Rumors are 
thick that Russia has rejected tho Plnglish 
proposals.

ENGLAND. 
London, March '2'2. — Eirl Granville re- 
cently asked tho United States govern- 
ment to prosecute persons wdio had pub- 
lished an offer of a reward for tho body 
of thu Prince of Wales, dead or alive. 
The British secretary has reminded tho 
United States that Great Britain has more 
than once prosecuted enemies of foreign 
states for less grave offenses than the pub- 
lication of such an incendiary aud mis 
chievous offer. A reply has just boon re- 
ceived from Secretary Bayard, in which 
he assures Gront Britain that tho prcsout 
I administration of the United States will 
do everything possible to suppress ovort 
I acts of hostility ayoinst any friendly gov- 
! eminent. 

Although thu Parnellito influence in 
S many Irish municipalities will probably 
I prevent a general official welcome to the 
\ Prince and Princess of Wales, there is 
i undoubtedly a widespread popular finding 
! in Ireland that tho prince is a jolly good 
1 follow and that Irishmen will disgrace 
their reputation for proverbial hospitality 
if the royal visitors arc insulted. Wher- 
ever municipal authorities have refused 
to officially adopt an address of welcome 
a stl ong unsectorian welcome committee 
will he formed, so as to offset their action 
and ns a means of giving loyal residents 
a full opportunity to express I heir devo- 
tion to the crown. Tho government fears, 
however, that this action on the part of 
Irish loyalists will induce the followers of 
Parncll to organize counter demonstra- 
tions. Should tins be done a public in- 
sult to the prince in every nationalist coil- 
trolled city would bo the result. Tho 
prince himself appears to have no fear. 
He has already intimated that he is con- 
fident of the loyalty of the Irish, and has 
refused to allow special precaution of any 
kind to bo taken for hiB safoty. He will 
travel with the same rotinuo aa is custom- 
ary in England and no mure. 

Plymouth, March 24. — Naval officers 
hero were ordered a few days ago to make 
a list of vessels available for service.

Lord Garinoyle, who is now floating 
about town with an air of melancholy 
languor, bns tho face of a poot, tho legs of 
a dude, and the manners of a much bored 
and sought after nobleman.

letters which Miss Finney wrote to Gum- 
boil romaincd a mystery until a newspaper 
man, who was rummaging among tho 
books at an old London shop, suddenly 
found a number of sentences on ono of tho 
pages which struck him as being familiar. 
Ilo bought the book, compared It with thn 
Finney letters and tho result was a com- 
plete identification. 

Gumboil is painting tho town red, after 
a solemn and heavy fashion. He wanders 
about from one play huuso to another of 
an evening, dines at tho Brunswick or 
Dolmonico's, where ho often holds his 
knife and fork poised in the air for somo 
minutes, while he stares at some boautlful 
woman who catches his attention. He is 
not a great man in his own country by 
any means, and the woman Finney, when 
sho was here as a chorus girl at the Stand- 
ard theatre, earning the magnificent sti- 
pend of $15 per week, attracted attention 
only by reason of her stillness, angularity 
and stupidity on tho stage. Ho, too, was 
thin and tall, and I imagine the lovo 
making between her aud Ills imperial 
nibs, Gumboil, must have been rathor a 
lank affair. An English gentleman who 
know Garmoyle slightly in London, and 
who is a man of wide acquaintance in 
every great city on the globo, said a night 
or two ago up town, " Lord Garmoylo bo 
longs to a class of men in London who 
aro known as mashers. Tho term thero 
has a much higher significance than It has 
on this side of tho water. A masher horc, 
I take it, is a man who may be in any 
position in ltfo, from a street lounger up, 
and who walks along the streot ogling tho 
women, or devotes all his attention trying 
to make feminine conquests. 

"In England such a man might bo digni- 
fied by a number of names, but never by 
tho title of "masher. " Most men hero 
would resent being called by that name, 
but it is not so on tho other sido, whoro 
tho little band of men known as mushors 
Is composed of tho fastest livers in Great 
Britain. Most of them arc titled, several 
aro clever In various ways, and ail of 
thorn spend their money recklessly. They 
are the most steadfast patrons of tho music 
halls and the light opera, and they aro tho 
most fashionably clad men in all London. 
No man seems to bo eligible to the niasher 
brigade who has not had some sort of 
affair with ono of the favorites of tho light 
opera stage The mashers themselves aro 
an euorvatcd, dissipated and languid lot 
of men who carry the marks of their high 
living in their round shoulders aud heav- 
ily, seamed faces. They never move in 
good society, but they are all well clubbed 
and their favorito expression la 'let ua 
llvo well while we live.'

An Infuriated Stepmother Sets 
It on u ice«l-.»f ot Stovo. 

The name of Roso Dreyer, ngeil 2Ci 
of 2 10 Madison street, was on the re- 
turns from the Seventh precinct at 
police headquarters yesterday charged 
with assault in the second degree. Sho 
had been arrested on Saturday night 
by Ward Detectives Cornelius Leary 
and Creed. The woman :'.a the wife of 
Louiu Druyer, a pawnbroker, who ■ baa 
for somo time been doing business at 
85 Dirision street, and they have been 
married for two years. For the great- 
er portion of tho time, the husbard al- 
leges, the conduct of Kose haa been 
anything but that of an exemplary 
wife and no more than one occasion he 
has been forced to remonstrate with 
her. Several times she had left home, 
but a reconciliation has always Been 
eiiected. At the time of the last separa- 
tion Dreyer came home and found that 
his wife had all the furniture taken 
awiiy from the house and with his six 
children by a former wife had gone to 
Brooklyn to live. Dreyer succeeded in 
tracing her out and had her arrested 
for taking liio furniture and leaving 
him. They became reconciled, how- 
ever, the charge was withdrawn and 
the family returned to New York to 
live. Tho wt man's promises of reforma- 
tion were not fultilled, however. She 
neglected her family, frequently stayed 
away from her home all night, and 
when she was at home made the lives 
of her husband and stepchildren miser- 
able by her violent outbursts of tem- 
per and a system of petty persecutions 
that were almost unbearable 

About three weeks ago she ciilne 
homo after having been out all the 
previous night and went into the room 
where the servant girl, Lena Cohen, 
was washing and dressing Rose's little 
stepdaughter, aged '! years and G 
months. For some trilling misdeed of 
t he child, Mrs. Dreyer snatched it from 
the arms of the servant girl, and tak- 
ing it to the stove, which was almost 
red-hot, deliberately set thw baby on it. 
The heartrending screams of the tor 
turn! babv did not move the inhuman 
woman and the child was held on the 
stove till its body was burned in a hoi 
rib]e manner, The ehailees are t hal it.- 
injuries will make it deformed for life, 
even if it does not die. The servant 
girl and two little sons of Mr, Dreyer 
were present when the atrocious act 
was committed, but J heir screams and 
efforts were unavailing for a time to 
turn tho woman frum her infernal plea- 
sure. They have all three made af 
lidavits to the facts as stated ahove. 
At tho time of the outrage Mr. Dreyer 
was down in bed with rheumatism and 
has been confined ever since. ['"or this 
reason no action was taken at the 
time. 

The conduct of the woman continued 
oven woree than ever. On last bViday 
night sho was away from home all 
night. When she returned .Saturday 
morning her husband remonstrated 
with her. She became enraged and 
after poring out her wrath in a torrent 
of aiiusive language she went to n shelf 
tilled with crockery and commenced 
throwing some heavy teacups at him. 
lie was helpless and though he dodged 
the flying missiles as well as ho could 
he was considerably cut around the 
head. After the crockery had been ex 
hausted she continued her work of de- 
struction by breaking two plate-glass 
mirrors and destroying neurly all the 
rest of the furniture that could easily 
be destroyed. After she had done all 
the damage she could the woman left 
the house. In the meantime the bus 
band bad sent one of his sons to the 
Seventh precinct station house lor help. 
Detectives Leary and Creed were sent 
ill answer to the call, but arrived to late 
to secure the woman. Dreyer told the 
wholo sad story of his troubles and the 
detectives began an active search for 
the woman. On Saturday nigh', they 
succeeded in finding her in the house 
of a cousin at SG Norfolk st reet. H'hen 
the officers told her she was under ar- 
rest she at, lirst made a show of resist- 
ance, but then concluded to go peace 
ably to the police station, when: she 
was locked Op, The officers then be 
gan a search for the servant, girl, Lena 
Cohen, who had left Dreyer's employ 
after the burning of the baby. She was 
found yesterday afternoon and signified 
her willingness to testify against Mrs. 
Dreyer. Jt was resolved to make i 
charge of assault in the second degree 
against the woman for her brutal treat- 
ment of the child, making no mention 
in tho complaint of the assault, of her 
husband. 

Dreyer has the reputation of being a 
respectable, hard working man and in 
his troubles with his second wife litis 
the warm sympathy of his neighbors. 
When he married Hose lie was a widow- 
er with six children. I'Vom the lirsl 
the woman Beeniedto take a dislike to 
t he children an J was constantly beat- 
ing them.
